REPEAL OF MILITARY SERVICE 
“ ORDINANCES. 


The first reading was moved of 
a Bill intituled An Ordinance, to 
repeal the Military Service 
Ordinance 1917, and the General 
Military Service Ordinance, 1918. 

. The main object of this Bill is 
to abolish compulsory service for 
local defence, the necessity for 
which has now passed. The Bill 
also proposes to repeal the 
Ordinance - which introduced 
compulsory enrolment for service 
outside the Colony, When the Bill 
becomes law those members of.the 
Hongkong Defenge Corps who 
were formerly ‘members of the 
Hongkong Volunteer Force or 
Hongkong Volunteer Reserve will 
revert automatically to their 
former status and ranks in those 
bodies, but the Ordinances 
relating 10 those two bodies 
will require revision and. it 
is proposed to introduce legisla- 
tion for that purpose as soon at 
possible. Simultaneously with 
the coming into operation of this 
‘Bill it is proposed to issue a 
proclamation cancelling the call- 
ing oat of the Volunteer Corps 
for actual military service 
and also a proclamation 
cancelling . the: enrolment 
of the members of the Volunteer 
Reserve as members of the 
Volunteer /Force, so that mem- 
bers of those two bodies will 
revert to their former peace 
status. These proclamations will 
take effect from and: after the 
3ist day of December, 1919. 

In introducing the first read- 
ing, His Excellency said that he 
had explained in his remarks to 
the Defence Corps on parade that 


it was intended to reconstitute |. 


the auxiliary forees of the Colony 
on a voluntary-basis as before, 
and in order that things might be 
arranged satisfactorily it was 
proposed thata new Bill should 
be introduced early next year 
and that meanwhile steps should 
be taken to consider in what way 
the new organisation should be 
carried on. He-proposed to ap- 


point a'Committee for the drafting |’ 


of that Bill and the General 
Officer Commanding (Major Gen- 
eral Ventris) had agreed to pre- 
side. The Attorney General 
would assist him in drafting the 
measure and the Commandant of 
the Defence Corps,had agreed to 
work onthe Committee. Repre- 
sentatives of ofacers andthe rank 
and file would also be appointed. 
He thought that the Committee 
would be comp eted by representa- 
tives from the employers, whom 
he had asked the Uhamber of 
Commerce to nominate. A Com. 
mittee'formed on thatline would, 
he might hope, draft a voluntary

The following answers were 
given by the Hon. Colonial 
Secretary :— . 


1.—A number of recruits who 
arrived recently represented to 
the Government that on ‘signing 
their agreements they’ were pro- 
mised in some cases a substantial, 
in others a 45°/o increase, over 
and above-the amount of salary 
stated in their agreements and 
that they were further informed’ 
that such increase if not alzeady 
approved would be approved by 
‘the time they arrived in the 
Colony. On arrival they found 
that the question of the proposed 
increase, in salaries was 
still | under consideration 
and it ig? not settled 
yet. In reply totheir representa- 


'tiens they were informed that a 


substantial increase had been 
recommended to the Secretary of 
State but that no payment of in- 
creased galaries could be made un- 
til the Secretary of Btate’s appro- 
val had been received. However if, 
any. men considered thet they, 
had been brought outto the Golony 


questions’ might. be 


or misunderstanding the Govern- 
ment was willing to ‘repatriate 
them if necessary.

2.—When all the men‘applied 
for have arrived. and men -who 
went home. to serve in His 
Majésty’s Forees return the 
Police Force should be in. a 
fair position to deal with the 
increase in crimes of violence. 
Should it however be - found 
shat tha force requires fur— 
ther strengthening the necessary 
increases will be recommened 
forchwith to the Sacratary of 
State. The number of mea (1) 
on point duty (2) 0a patrol duty, 
is being increase] as new men 
atrive and has been increased 
since the beginning of the year. 
3.~In the Estimates for 
1919; 160 Europeans were provid- 
ed for- On 22nd. Decem- 
ber, 1919; the European 
strength was 168 exclusive of 
the two oticers who have died 
within the last week. The num- 
ber of European Police provided 
for in the 1929 Estimates is 183. 
Forty-eight European recruits 
have been engaged in England 
during the year, of whom 23 have 
arrived and 15 have not ret 
arrived. Ten recruits are at pra- 
sent on their way to Hongkong, 
having Yust left Victoria, B.C., 
accompanied bs 2 European 
Police Officers just released from 
military duty. : s 

Of the 168 on the strength o 
22nd December, 1919, 3 are on 
leave, 8 are still on Active Ser. 
vice and 2 are on their wey from 
Victoria as stated above. There 
are 155 in the Colony at present. 
In this connection it should also 
be noted. that the Indian force 
has been brought up ta strength, 
being only 2 below -the 1919 
Estimate of 48}. There are 73 
Chinese Police over and above 
the number provided for in the 
1919 Estimates which provide for 
412 Chinese Police. :

all due deference that observation 
did not apply to his question. It 
would surely be quite easy to 
answer at once whether or not 
communication had bean made to 
the Secretary of State by telegram 
upon that alleged offer made to 
the recruits when thexdeft Home. 
In asking that question he was 
following the well-known practice 
not only of this Colony but also 
of the House of Commons. 

His Excellency said that with 
regard to the practice in this 
Colony he confessed. he spoke 
merely from his knowledge ofthe 
tiles as they stood. - Lf it had 
been the custom to ignore those 
rales he submitted that it was 
time that that custom was 
abolished.' The Hon. Member 
had made a reference’ to the 
practice in the House of Com- 
mons but there were many things 
in the House of Commons. that 
were not followed here. That ho 
thought was one of them. He 
bid had experience of other 
Colonies and in no case, ta his 
Knowledge, were supplementary 
questions taken at the meeting.

souzht to b2 developed dy such 
schemes.

charged with insubordination by 
refusing togoonduty.. «=. 

Mr, Wolfe said:—The facts. 
are thatthe defendant was 
brought to a defaulters’ parade 
and I had. reason yesterday 
morning to fine him for being 
absent from duty on Saturday 
night and being drunk. 
I. fined him $5 and. also 
made an order-that he should not 
ba put on special duty for which 
he. usually got a ttle extra. 
money, as I considered him to be 
unfitted to be trusted with special 
duty of that kind. The next I 
heard of him was when I was 
Tang up about.six o'clock in the 
evening yesterday. by Inspector 
Macdonald, who informed. me 
that the defendant had gone 
round to the charge room and: 
definitely informed him that he 
refused to do any more duty. 
I instructed Inspector Mac- 
donald to tell him that it was 
8 serious matter to refuse to go 
on duty and would " bring 
him before your Worship unless 
he did his duty in the ordinary 
manner. At midnight Jast night 
he came down to the charge room 
and informed Inspector Mac- 
donald that he was, still of the 
| same opinion, that he still 
declined to perform his duty.

His Worship:—The charge 
against you, Denis Lavender, is 
that Jyou last night at midnight 
refused ta go on patrol] duty, 
therefore misconducting your- 
self as a constable. You plead 
guilty or not guilty?. . 

“ Defendant: — Guilty, your 
Worship. .All I should wish to 
say is thatif I was not in a fit 
condition to’ do special duty, I 
was not in a fit, condition to go 
on patrol duty. . 

His Worship :—Your explana- 
tion does not improve your posi- 
tion at all. It seems to.me you 
have been seriously insubordinate 
to your superiors. You are 
sentenced to one “month's” im- 
prisonm-nt with -h:rd labour.

‘Some weeks ago, it was announced that there was a vacancy on 
‘the Licensing Board, caused by the resignation of Mr. Shelton 
Hooper. This gentleman represented the Justices of the Peace— 
“the Great Unpaid “—on the Board, and so the J.P.’s were invited, 
in-accordance with rules and regulations, to get up an election 
amongst themselves and by this method select one of their number 
as Mr. Hooper's successor. The first official invitation was ignored ; 
nobody was nominated ; and there was ngelection. The Justices of 
the Peace were, however, given another chance, and this time, at 
the eleventh hour, two of them summoned up sufficient energy to 
propose and second Mr. Staffcrd Northcote for the position. No 
other candidate came forward, and thus it’ was that this nominee was 
duly declared elected to the vacancy. Thero was evidently nogreat 
rivalry for the job, possibly because, in the eyes of the J.P.’s, it 
carried little honour and would occasionally involve a little in- 
convenience., Atany rate, overtures had twice to be made ta them 

. before they made any response, and even then the invitation was 
very tardily acted upon. .. : 
In itself, this Httle incident is of no great importance, but it will 
Serve as a peg uon which to hanga few commentsconcerning the leck 
‘of real interest locally in civic life. Here the Justices of the Peace do 
not, as at Home,exercise magisterial functions; Hongkong favours the 
stipendiary system, mainly, no doubt, because no body of men enpag- 
ed in business could be expected to devote the large amount of time 
tothe hearing of cases which has necessarily to ba given in this 
Colony. Our J.P.’s do little else than use the title and pay occasion- 
al visits to the Gaol’and the Lunatic Asylum, with what" beneficial 
results to ejther.institution it would be difficult to say. It is 
true that they have the right to send a representative to the 
Legislative Council, and they keenly exercise ‘it, possibly’ because 
election to that body carries with it the magic prefix “Honour- 
able." Their representation .on ‘the Licensing Board does not 
greatly bother them, though at Home a J.P. regards his duties in 
regard to the supervision of liquor licences as a by no means unim- 
portant part of his civic responsibilities.. Here the Licensing Board 
has, for eome reason or other, no attractions for public men; they 
rather aspire to higher honours. ‘ » :

Their Lordships then rose to. 
consider their judgment, which 
they delivered at ‘noon. This 
stated -— so 

In our judgment these articles 
tend to obstruct the administration 
of justice and therefore constitute 
a contempt of court. In Ro 
Parke 1903 2 K. B. 432 it was held 
that when a person having been 
charged before the Petty Sessions 
with an indictable offence triable, 
only at the Assizes, matter is: 
published in a newspaper tending 
to ingerfere with the fairtrial of 
the charge, the High Court has 
jurisdiction to attach the publisher 
of such matter for.cantempt of 
Court, notwithstanding that at the 
time of the publication the person 
charged had not yet been com- 
mitted for trial. Now the ease 
before us in an « fortiurd one ge 
the person charged had been com- 
mitted for trial when the articles 
complained of were published. It 
had still to come before another 
tribunal, the Grand Jury—in this 
case represented by the. Attorney- 
General. It now appears that the 
Attorney-General subsequently to 
the filing of this motion has 
decided that there isno case to go 
toa jury. There is, therefore, at 
the present time no trial pending, 
But in our opinion this has no 
bsaring (on the question 
whether the respondent is in 
contempt or not. “The substitu- 
tion of trial by a preliminary 
Court inthe newspapers when a 
trial by one of the regular 
tribunals of the country is going 
on is bad for the suitors and bad 
for society at large.” = Per Wills 
J. in re thé Finance Union 11 
TLR, at 186. We adopt the 
language of the judgment in the 
case of R. r Davies 19061. K.B. at 
page 35, a judgment of the Divis- 
ional Court, confirming the 
decision in R. v. Parke as 
follows :—" Our judgment in Rex 
vt, Parke (1) applies. _ We adhere 
to the view we expressed in that 
case that the publication of such 
articles is a contempt of the Court 
which ultimately tries the case 
after committal, although at the 
time when they are published it 
cannot be known whether there 
will be a committal or not. Their 
tendency is to poison the stream 
of justice in that Court, though at 
the time of their publication the 
stream had not reached it; and as 
such articles are calculated to 
interfere with’ the power of the 
Court (whatever it be) that tries 
the case to do effective justice, it 
is a contempt of any Court which 
very well may try the case, but in 
fact does not do'so, as well as of 
the Court which actually tries it.” 


We accept the .apology 
of the respondent: and 
also bis assurance that he 
had-no intention of prejudicing 
the trial of the accused person. 
The principle, of course, is that a 
man is responsible for the natural 
‘consequence of his acts, and.a 
duty is placed upon an Editor‘ofa 
newspaper to refrain from the 
publication of matter which may 
interfere: with th: administration 
of justice. The learned Attorney- 
General is not asking for the costs 
of the Crewn. In our opinion 
the imposition of a moderate fine 
will meet the justice of the case 
and we impose a fine of | fifty 
dollars.

AN INTERESTING LLOY. Ds 
REPORT. 


We have received from Mr. J. 


’ | §, Gardiner, Lloyi’s Surveyor in 


Hongkong, & copy of a report of 
the operations of the Society 
during the year 1918-19, which 
contains a general survey of the 
work carried out by. the Society) 
during the war. 

The report, which runs to 57 
pages, is practically a record and, 
review of the shipping industry 
of the world since August 1914, 
and many very interesting facts 
and statistics are now made 
public for the first time. 

In the introduction itis stated 
that the “vital importance of 
merchant shipping, which 
has always been recognised by 
those engaged in overseas trade, 
has now been brought home to 
every member of the community. 
Tt:is safe tO say ‘that if our 
wonderful mercantilé marine with 
its splendid officers and crews had 
failed us in our time of trial, as 
- the enemy hoped and expected 
they would, neither our invincible 
Navy nor our herioc Army could| 
have saved the Empire from.a 
humiliating and disastrous defeat. 
The nation does not even yet 
realize how much it owes to the 
enterprize and courage of the able 
men who built up, sometimes 
under much diffculty, the magui- 

- ficent fleeta of merchant . ships 
which were destined to play so 
important and distinguished a 
part in the war. In few indust- 
ries was the effect of the war 
more widespread and far-reaching 
than in’ the domain of shipping, 
The disappearance from the -high 

seas of the merchant fleets of ft 
Germany and Austria-Hungary, 
and the continued losses of allied 

_ and neutral shipping, combined 
‘with the enormous demands 
which the war made upon the 

. available tonnage, caused a 
“shortage which stimulated. the 

. building of ships in every ‘country 

free to engage in’ ship contract. 
“In the United. Kingdom, 
merchant. shipbuilding -was ser- 


lously restricted by the necessity | a n 


Ev ery effort was therefore made 
in other countries. and particul- 
arly in the United States of 
America, by means of the exten- 
sion of existing plants and the 
creation of new establishments, 
to cope with the increasing de- 
mand for tonnage. So much 
success has attended these efforts 
that, although the merchant ship- 
building activites of the United 
Kingdom have greatly increased 
since the Armistice was signed, 
the United States has ‘shot 
far ahead of all  com- 
petitors in the output of ton- 
nage. At the end of June, 
1919, there was being built under 
the inspection of Lloyd's Regis- 
ter of Shipping with a view'to 
classification, a larger amount of 
shipping than has ever been re- 
corded in the history of the So- 
clety, namely, 4,766,623 tons, of 
‘which 2,033,319 tons were being 
built in the United Kingdom. 
Special arrangements of the staff 
for dealing with the survey dur- 
ing construction of this vast 
amount of tonnage have 
been necessary, particularly in 
America, where the greatest in- 
crease occurred; and in this con- 
nection the Committee desire to 
place on record their high appre- 
ciation of the great ability and 
‘he unremitting care and attent- 
jon which the Society's large 
staff of Surveyors both at home 
and abroad have devoted to carry- 
ing out their responsible duties, 
in many cases under conditions 
of unexampled difficulty. The 
Committee are much gratified to 
observe the widespread evidence, 
which the foregoing ~ totals 
afford, of the value attached 
to tbe Society’ classification, 
whilst the fact that this great 
volume of shipping is being built 
to the highest standard must be a 
source of satisfaction to owners 
and builders of veesels ag well as 
to the underwritersand merchants 
concerned.

30th June, 1915, 8,756 merchant 
vessele. registering nearly 22. 
million tons gross, held classes 
wssigned by the Committee of, 
Lloyd's Register. Of this tonnage 


Britain, possessed 5,299 vessels [ 


of a tonnage of 11,995,711, that of 
all other countries totalling 
9,945,749 tons. During the year, 
classes were, assigned by the 
Committee to 1,251 vessels of 
3,801,221 ters gross, included in 
this total being 294 vessels for 
Government service, Of the ton- 
mage classed the United States 
of America built the largest 
amount, viz:+-470 vessels of 
1,883,759 tons, the United King- 
dom 579 vessels of 1,265,036 tons, 
Japan 70 vessels of 352,304 tons 
and Canada 87 vessels of 199,941 
tons. The owhership of the 
vessels is allocated as follows :— 
United States of America, 453 
vessels of 1,890,176 tons, of: which 
421 of 1,801,235 tons were for the 
United States Shipping Board; 
United Kingdom, 599 vessels of 
1,389,919 tons, including 305 of 
1,273,714 tons for the Shipping 
Controller and private owners, 
and, as above stated, 294 for the 
Government Service, of 116,205 
tons; Japan, 58 vessels of 286,308 
tons; and other Countries, 141. 
vessels of 234,818 tons. Included 
in the total were’156 vessels, of 
943,487 tons, built upon the Isher- 
wood System of longitudinal 
framing, of .which 35 of 204,637 
tons were intended for carrying 
oilin bulk. The total number of 
oil tankers {including 2 vessels,
